The Irish Church. 



The following aliriilp;ed report or tho de- 
bate on the Established Church in Ireland 
■which took placu in tho Houee of Commons, 
on Friday, tho 3rd April, and tho result of 
the division on that oocnuion, appeared in 
our Town Edition \UL London A'eiwl last 

W Mr ColeridKO renewed the dobato. Ho 
Baid that the churobes flomished agoa beloro 
such a thing aseslablishmont was thought 
of ; and, at tho present time, thoro were col- 
onies in which churches now nourished with- 
out being what was oalled tBtublished. He 
referred to tho Btalement ol tho right lion, 
frentlernan the Socrotury of State lor tho 
Home Department, that the compact with 
respool to the churches was moro buulirjy 
than aDy other Acts, lor he did cot know 
anvthiii" that had been done by one Parlia- 
ment that could not be altered by any sue 
coeding Parliament. Ho contended that ihe 
time had arrived, and circumstances had 
arisen, to warrant on interference in this 
matter; He said no one had put lorward a 
defence for the continuance uf the endow, 
ment atad establishment of the Irish Church. 
Ho thought it was no establishment Btrauco 
and indefensible. He quoted an extract from 
<i latter niillan by Mr Edwaid Waierhouso 
who wa.^sec^Bj^toJbe Irish Government, 
and wKe" wrot^uV'TuVoYS, '"il'.vSf^*" i^STf 
Francis Walsingham, that, it Bitemtions 
weTe then to be made in Ireland, all oQices 
should be filled by soldiers ol experieoce, 
and that vacant bishoprics should be he- 
stowed by the Queen (.Elizabeth) on euch 
officers. Tho Irish Church hud tailed as a 
teacher of Protestantism ; it had produced 
many evils ; and it wbb to conmdor whether 
those evils could be remedied that the 
House was now discussing the resolutions 
before it. On what ground were they naked 
not to disestablish the Irish Church? It 
jflj*--- 1 - - TP ■h° ,f'""'vUKM the PT.m 
vance'was only a sentimental one, and tbaf 
the agitation was got up by English agita- 
tors, not for Irish, but for factious purposes. 
If the Irish Catholics did not think the Irish 
Church a grievance, then the iron must have 
indeed entered deeply into their soul and 
centuries of oppression clone its work But 
this was not so. The Irish Catholics felt 
the Irish Church to be a badge of slavery 
and an alien Church. Such a state of things 
would not have been endured in England lor 
an hour. Why were tiny to stay their hand 
from cutting up this system, root and branch 
—with, of couree, the tonderast regaid to 
existiDi? interests? Mr Disraeli had written 
a letter, but in that lotter not ono word was 
said about the Irish Church ; while Mr 
Hardy, in his speech, had staled that Govern- 
ment would not consent to disendow that 
Church. If there were suoh conflicting 
opinions among tho members of government, 
on what grounds did they ask the Opposition 
to stay their hands? Did they want more 
information than they now had? They 
could get no more, and therofore he wanted 
to know why Government hesitated to make 
a depuration on a subjeel upon which every- 
one bad long ago mude up thsir mind. He 
wished the resolutions to-be carried, because 
it would show the Irish people we were about 
to govern Ireland from an Irish point ol 
riew, and to recall that garrison which was 
the sign of English domination. He coun- 
selled Ite Houso lo persevere in the cause of 
truth, justice, and true Christianity, leaving 
to Providence tho season for ripening the 
grain and the timo (or gathering it into the 
barn.

Lord C. Hamilton thought the report of the 
Comm'osion ought to bo produced before 
tho House proceeded to an act ol spoliation 
Mr Cardwell would be willing to refer the 
question to tho now oonstiluency, but ho 
thought the true issuo ought to be placed 
clearly before them. They hud as yot heard 
no definite policy from tho Government — at 
least none lhat he could understand. 'I'bey 
ought to have a clear and definite issue.

To 
avoid reproaches of ambiguity be would fay 
that, believing modifications wore required 
for Ibe benefit of Ireland, they could not take 
tho second course. They drew up an amend- 
ment according to precedent — an amendment 
which they thought was the most expedient, 
and in oonfoimily with Sir Robert Peel's ad- 
vice, never to express their policy in an 
amendment, as that would only produce a 
protracted debate, and lay themselves open 
to a charge ol ambiguity and equivocation. 
They were counselled to fix on some practical 
point calculated to defeat tho object ol their 
opponents. The Government fixed on two 
points, which, if accepted by tho House, 
would doloat the resolutions and indicate the 
policy of the Govennment. The first point 
was that, so far as the Irish Church was cou- 
cortied, tbey should wait for the report ol 
the Commission, The other point was that

the Irish Church. The revenues to be 
derived from lhat proceeding and their op- 
plication wore of but secondary importance. 
The Oovornment policy appeared to be this — 
Catholic endowment as the price of Protosj 
tant aHCondaocy ; and Mr Disraeli had wrib 
ten a letter to revive tho old cry and to in- 
duce the English people to Bopport the 
nnomaly of the Irish Church. Now, he con- 
sidered that tha disestablishment of the Irish
